the celebrated William Hunter, during his 
last moments.

There is a commonly received opinion 
that the hierarchy of the Church of Rome 
ure exceedingly prudent, politic and judici 
ons; or in, the words of Seripture concern- 
ing the children of this world, “ wise in 
their generation.” The opinion will, how- 
ever, we think, be much modified by the 
Romish. Bishops of Canada, Their mis 
takes, and thatof the most palpable kind, 
are almost as punierous as Lheir public acts. 
A short time ago we saw a French bishop 
in Upper Canada imposing French priests 
upon irish congregations in various parts of 
that province, and raising a storm among 
the faithful, which was wholly gratutious. 
Then agnin the same foreigner came out 
with the most arrogant and offensive claims 
respecting the education of the people, in 
an autocratic style, eminently calculated to 
defeat its own olject. And now we have 
all the bishops of Canada coming forth with 
n public manifesto to regulate the press, 
directing it exactly what to say and what 
pot to say, inw way that makes even Roman 
Catholics in this new world atare, Well in- 
formed Protestants have all slong been 
aware that this coercion was exercised over 
the French Canadian newspapers and others 
managed by Roman Catholics, There was 
no other way of accounting for their obvious 
unfairness, their degrading servility, and 
the intense meanness with which they re- 
fase to publish both sides of a question, 
as in the Starr cuse, But for the bishops 
to come out boldly and verify by their hands 
and (not seals but) daggers all that Protes 
tants have aleged on this subject, was 
something more than could baye been ex: 
rected, 

The people of Canada now know what 
they have to contend with, The priests 
have drawn the sword and thrown away 
the scabbard, and in the war which they 
have thus inaugurated they must either 
annihilate the liberty of the people of Can- 
ada, or the people of Canada must annibi- 
late their alition power.

And it would be well perhaps that our farmers, 
mechanies and tradesmen would, whilat’ ‘tis 
hot too late, be induced to canvass and discuss 
a subject of such deep importance, For there 
can be no doubt ‘thay’ although « bountiful 
harvest aslikely to dissipate much misery in 
the province, affairs dre still on un unisatisfac- 
tory basis,” 

There will be more hope for’ Oanada 
when the trath of the maxim, “ sulf-held 
rather than governmental Help,” shall be 
much more frequently acknowledgul than 
itisat present. It were fully 10 contend 
that Government exercises. no positive in- 
fluence for good orvill; but nov one whit 
greater folly than is perpetrated every hour 
of the day by mere partizan zealots who 
would make the maintenance or destruction 
of & particular ministry the Jurping-point 
of proyinccial prosperity. Taxes or laws 
operating disastrously to industry or com 
merce cannot be ignored, and in tlis sense 
the present tariff calls for frequentatteution, 
Mero political changes, however, whether 
relating to men or to laws, ¢ffect compira 
tively little the well-being of a people. 

The lesson most needed in the province 
is one that will teach the mass of the peo- 
ple the prime importance—the positive ne- 
cessity—of managing their own affairs in- 
stead of relying upon sonie sudden flow of 
prosperity to relieve them from the conse- 
quence of mismanagement. With magni- 
ficent resources, the country is yet poor. 
With a future pregnant with promise, we 
have a present whose stern realities call for 
all the care and skill we can command. 
Tn such a case the work is an individual, a 
personal, one. “Upon myself depends my 
own fortunes, Not upon Government nor 
upon others do I rely, but upon my own 
industry and prudence.” Let this be the 
motto, and there will be litde to fear— 
Franklin, dining off a roll of bread and a 
mug of water, could afford to be indepen- 
dent. And if we would bring back an era 
of prosperity, we must individually comply 
with the only conditions which can render 
prosperity other than accidental. 

The bounteous harvest with which Cana- 
ida is blessed will do much to restore confi 
dence in quarters from which it had well 
nigh vanished, It will enable a host of 
debtors to relieve themselves from difficulty, 
and will silence those who would fuin repre- 
sent the province as nought but ruin and 
decay. But much more than a single good 
crop of wheat will be required to create the 
business elysium of which certain enthusiasts 
are ever dreaming, And an intelligent 
sclfreliance, thoroughly worked out, beats 
any political panacea that we know of, i 
such circumstances.— Olfawa Citizen.

A MAN BEATS HIS WIFE TO DEATH, AND

TUE PRICE OF WHEAT. 


An article in the New York Jerald, 
mentions that the crop of brendstufls in 
England is not expected’ to be more than 
an average one, while that of France is 
somewhat below the usual standard. The 
deduction of the Herald, stated with cau- 
tion, however, is. that there will bea demand 
for breadstoffs from this side of the Atlantic, 
provided that they are supplied at zeason- 
able prices. The arguinent of our corem= 
porary is directed to remove the absurd iden 
which has been prevalent in some parts of 
the States, that there will be nobody to 
move the crop from the place of growth to 


enough, there will be no want of buyers.— 
In Europe, where thee are both money 
and facilities for storage, dealers will com- 
mence to hoard, in anticipation of a rise, 
and American wheat and flour will take 
possession of the market, There need be 
uo apprehension, therefore, of the grain 
rotting in the American farmers’ barns for 
want of purchasers, The partial failure in 
Kuglind and Beance reported by the 
Herald, while it insures x demand for food 
from this side of the Atlantic, holds out no 
prospect of high prices.

Since the passage of the Registration of Vo- 
tera Act, it is very important that the matter 
of rogistering the votes at the proper time 
should be looked closely after. The Act be- 
ing new, and its operation in many places as 
Yet untried, neglect in this matter by many 
will not be very improbable, The Act pro- 
vides that the voters’ lists shall be completed 
by tho firat of next month by tho Clorks of 
|the various Municipalities, These lists are 
first to be submitted in some public place for 
public inspection, before they aro submitted 
| for final revision to the respective Judges.— 
It will become the interest as well ay the duty 
of all parties concerned to see that the Lists 
are made out correctly, An omission of a 
name from the list wili deprive the owner of 
the privilege of voting, and the insertion of 
the name of an unqualified voter would give 
the right to vote. Such things might occur 
jeither through design or negligence, and we 
would advise the exercise of a strict scrutiny 
in the premises by all who would have their 
rights well protected.

within one per cent. or one per cent, and a 
half, of the price of gold coin. The difference 
is, the legitimate protection (far better thin a 
system of protection by tariff) which American 
manufacturers are entitled to, from their ele- 
ments of price (tabor nnd money) being in a 
similar proportion higher than in Europe, ‘To 
ignorant parties there seems a certain advan- 
tage to me in getting my foreigu exchange 
low; but this is not the case—seeing that I 
sell my goods so much lower from getting a 
low rate of exchange, just as Ido from get- 
ting a low rate of freight.” 

It will be remembered that we have 
always advocated a currency for Canada, 
which, being based on something which 
could not leave the country, would not be 
liable to be controlled by foreigners. As it 
is, there is a constant drain of gold to pay 
for our excessive ‘mporfé, and as the cur- 
roncy, based on gold, contracts when gold 
leaves us, the constant endeavor of bankers 
is to prevent that freo issue of notes which 
the requirements of commerce dematd.— 
Again, every ounce of gold, when leaving 
Us, injives us to the extent of its own value, 
tho vuluo of the currency based upon it, 
the credit it inspires, and tho enterprise of 
which these aro the wheels, “ Monetary 
Reformer" proposes as remedy, Bec 
to the States, a plau which we whall let bin 
expound io his own words t— 

“The simple remedy is, that we should read 


the clause of tho Conatitution of the United 
States which requires money (meaning there 
by legal tender) to be metallic, ax meaning 
that our money should be secured by gold, or 
bo issued in no greater amount than gold ox- 
ists in tho Subel’rensury. Wo must, in o 
word, do away with the law which puts a price 
on Foreign Exchange which has no reference 
to its value; and tho means to this end is very 
simple, ‘The Sub-Trensury has only to be 
authorized by law to retnin a cortain amount 
of gold in its vaults, and to the same amount 
to issue ita paper made by tho law a. legal 
tendor all over the Union, ‘This insue being 
limited to the amount of gold in the Sub: 
Troanury, there would always be a perfect 
uaranteo against over issue, and over taste 
in the only cause of paper (which is m logal 
tendér) depreciating. ‘The foregoing effected,

WHY DO THE GOVERNMEN' DELAY 
APPOINTING PRISON INSPECTORS? 


An Act was passed in 1857, and came into 
forge on the Ist of aoly in the same year, en- 
titled “An Act to establish prisons for young 
offenders, for the better government of public 
Asylutns, Hospitals; and Prisons, and for the 
bettcr construction of common Gaols.”” 

Tn the 14th section of the said Act, the Go 
yernor is authorised to appointa Board of 
Inspectors consisting of five persons, one of * 
whond to be their chairman. Part of the duty 
of said Inspectors is laid down in section 19 
of said Act, which anthorises them to visit 
all Gaols and prisons, exaniine all officers re- 
ceiving salaries connected with prisons, “ and © 
to enquire into all matters concerning them.” 
And injtlic 2Ist section it is enacted that-eve~ 
ry gaol sliall be inspected as speedily as may ~ 
be convenient by the said Inspectors, for the 
urpose of ascertaining whether such Gaol 
satisfics the requirements cf the next succeed- 
ing section, which says in part—That the In- 
spectors “shall take into consideration the 
nature and extentof the ground on which 
such Gaol has been or is to be built; ite rela- 
tive situation to any streets and buildings, and> 
to. any river or other water, ita cotnparative 
elevation and capability of being drained; the 
materials of wltich it has been, or is to be 
composed ; the necessity of guarding against 
cold and ‘damps,‘and of providing properly 
for ventilation; the proper classification of 
prisoners, having respect to their age, sex, 
and the cause of their coninement; the best 
means of ensuring their safe custody without 
the necessity of resorting to seyere treatment; 
the du@accommodution of the keeper of the 
Giiol so that he may have ready access tothe 
prisoners and may conveniently oversee them;
